An Automatic Tank Valve. 

Regulating the flow of water into 
troughs and tanks. is something which 
enuses farmers more or less anxiety 
and trouble. In the plan as Jllustrated, 
the water pipe enters. near the top of 
the tank, which places the valve out of 
wnter, thus rellevying it of all danger 
from rust or the collection of sediment. 
Such a valve may -be~bought at any 
hardware store. The pipe may enter, 
nearer the bottom of the tank and if 
the valve is kept clear the device will 
still serve its purpose.
